Regarding claim 7, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a method for 

determining a surface illuminated by incident light having a step of Fourier transformation of the 
derivative and multiplication thereof by a Wiener filter in order to suppress noise in the recorded 
intensities, and in combination with the other recited limitations of claim 7. Claims 2-5,8,13 are 
allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 7. 

Regarding claim 9, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a method for 
determining a surface illuminated by incident light having the step of polarizing the incident light 
and thereto crosswise polarization of the reflected light in order to eliminate reflections in the 
surface and obtain the diffusely reflected light, and in combination with the other recited 
limitations of claim 9. Claims 16-20 are allowed by the virtue of dependency on the allowed 
claim 9. 

Regarding claim 10, the prior art fails to disclose or make obvious a method for 
determining a surface illuminated by incident light having the step of recording the intensity of 
only diffusely reflected light over the surface in the first and second images, wherein the first 
image is recorded with light in a first wavelength region and that the second image is recorded

with light in a second wavelength region, distinct from the first wavelength region, and in 
combination with the other recited limitations of claim 10. Claims 1 1,12,21-25 are allowed by 
the virtue of dependency on the allowed claim 10.
